tern, for the Senate upon the first ballot.
Mr. Henry Clark of Rutland, volunta
rily retired from the Secretaryship' of
the Senate, having served twelve years,
and M. 1) Carpenter ot ot. Albans was

chosed Secretary. The House did not
organize as readily. No member of that
body having had extended experience as
a presiding officer stood preeminent a- -

mong his fellows. Of those who aspired
to that office were Mr. Franklin Fair-

banks of St. Johnsbury, Mr. Hugh Hen-

ry of Chester, and Mr. Kittredge Has-kin- s

of Brattleboro, each of whom were

warmly supported by their friend:

Col. Fairbanks was elected upon th sec

oud ballot He has the experience of
one year in the House is a gentleman
of fine qualities, and will doubtless dis
charge his duties with ability and credit.
Considerable .feeling manifested itself in
ine cnoice 01 uieru. eariy an 01 me
old members of the House favored the
election of Mr. Camp, of Newport, while
the western part of the state claimed the
Clerk from their side of the mountains,
and put in nomination Mr. Newell of
Shelburne.

roads, perhaps, a general railroad law ;

the forming of a state Constabulary, &c.

Much private legislation will be ask-

ed for. and much time must be consumed
in disposing of it. In both the Senate
and the House are many young members ;

one representative, however, was a mem-

ber of the same body forty-on- e years
ago. It may prove more difficult to

control the present legislature by the
House influence and by rings than it
would be one that had had more experi-

ence in how things are fixed. The Gov-

ernor in his message recommends a short
session and pertinently says: "too much

legislation mag be feared as much as too

little." He represents the financial con

dition of the state to be satisfactory and
suggests the propriety of reducing taxa
tion and by buying no more state bonds
at a premium, at present. In regard to

agriculture, manufacture, education and
the charitable institutions of the state,
he would have such legislation as would

best promote their welfare.
